Literally he was

m ay or he may not have been fu lly informed at 
the time of his arrest of the exact character of 
the charges brou ght against him—the inform a­ 
tion on this point is not clear—bu t at no time 
from the hou r of his detention to the hou r of 
his conviction does it appear that the simple 
safegu ards Anglo-Saxon conceptions of law pro­ 
vide were accorded him. 
And finally, no ju dge 
on the bench was there to impartially gu ide and 
advise him as to his rights in the spirit that an 
innocent man Is to be protected ju st as zealou sly 
as the gu ilty are to be pu nished.

Those simple principles of law, the real force 
that protects American liberties, are priceless. 
We may speak of the threat to individu al liberty, 
and it can be sacrificed in many ways throu gh 
the ru thlessness of a government, bu t actu ally 
liberty never dies where there are cou rts and

» pirit of the system of ju stice developed by the 
western world. 
And while there may be de­ 
partu res among civilized nations in ju dicial pro­ 
cedu re, the basic principles m u st find expres­ 
sion in the trials of individu als falsely or right­ 
fu lly accu sed.

Doing It On Their Own 


Maybe a grou p of Holt cou nty ranchers have 
a remedy for w hat ails a lot of u s. Floods along 
a half-m ile strip of the Elkhorn valley had wiped 
ou t virtu ally every vestige of a m u ch-travelled 
coimty road. 
Did they bo mbard the co unty bo ard? They 
did no t They ro iled up their sleev es, pitched In, 
and witho ut to o much effo rt the highway had 
been resto red. An acco unt o f it appeared in The 
Fro ntier, in part, as fo llo ws: 
“Emmet—There was rejoicing among folks 
In the sou th cou ntry Monday night. 
They were 
celebrating the completion of a one-half-m ile 
stretch of cou nty highway that all too frequ ently 
has been washed ou t. And it can be said there 
was a formal celebration that took place at Jim 
O’Connor’s place w here the road-bu ilders gath­ 
ered for a stag party. 
The exu berance might 
have been held u p u ntil the next flood bu t the 
home-grown road-bu ilders are qu ite confident 
that the half-m ile Elkhorn valley bottom land 
stretch w ill w ithstand w hatever the river has to 
offer. Time and again tlie piece of m ail rou te 


norOi-sou th road extending from the railroad 
crossing a half mile east of Emmet to the C. F. 
A bart place has yielded u nder the pressu re of a 
sea of Elkhorn river w ater . . .

H airbreath H arry (not to be confu sed with that 
man, Tru m an) is going to dash u p again to the 
rescu e at the last m inu te in this new dime novel 
system of federal finances.
